While he could not be reached to 


confirm 
the report, 
his 
friends 


were said to have announced that 
he would suit the seminary at the 
close of the present year and had 
accepted a chair at Smith college. 


This outward protest against the 


pastoral letter, it was learned,' was 
but one phase of the situation at 
the seminary. 
Members of the sen- 


ior class were reported as being 
sharply divided in their opinions 
of the letter. Many students were 
said to be contemplating refusal to 
become ordained because of their 
modernist tendencies. 
• 


Dr. Miller, it was said, resigned 


because the letter officially pledges 
the church to a conservation which 
he can not support. 
He began his 


pedagogical career at Bryn Mawr 
in 1893 and later went to Harvard 
and Columbia. 


While the verbal 
warfare be- 


tween the opposing church factions 
subsided somewhat on Wednesday, 
leaders of the modernists sad they 
expected the report of the liberal 
bishops against the pastoral letter 
in New York on Thursday. Those 
who will sign it were said to have 
been at the Dallas meeting, but did 
not oppose the letter there because 
of their numerical weakness.

La Follette Explains the Fight 


In Congress 


(An Editorial by Kobert M. La Follette in 


December Issue, La Follettc's Magazine) 
T 


HE 68th Congress has convened 


under the most extraordinary con- 
ditions that have attended a con- 


gressional session within a generation. 


In the elections of 1922, the American 


people entrusted a group of Progressives 
with the balance of power in both the 
Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives. A score of Representatives in the 
House hold this power and have recently 
given convincing evidence that they in- 
tend to use it in the public service. In 
the Senate, a smaller number of mem- 
bers occupy a similar strategic position 
between the Republican and Democratic 
parties. 


While this power granted by the peo- 


ple can be utilized to block Special Inter- 
est legislation, when either of the old 
parties join with the Progressives, it is 
not sufficient to enable the Progressives 
alone to initiate and obtain the passage 
of measures which they believe to be in 
the public interest. 


The Republican and Democratic par- 


ties, with almost equal representation in 
Congress, thus share responsibility for 
the present session. The Republican 
party, which has a nominal majority in 
both the Senate and the House, and 
which controls all the executive depart- 
ments, must be charged with the pri- 
mary responsibility for what the federal 
government does and fails to do before 
the national election of November, 1924. 


Though the Progressives unaided can- 


not control the action of Congress on any 
single measure, and therefore cannot be 
held responsible for the acts of Con- 
gress, there lies upon them a clear duty 
and a sacred trust which must be faith- 
fully discharged. 


The Progressive millions of this coun- 


try are entitled to the same hearing in 
Congress on the measures which they 
favor as the reactionary leaders of both 
parties have in the past accorded the 
railroads, the shipping trust, the tariff 
barons and the other great Special In- 
terests. 


The Progressives of the House and 


Senate are demanding that this be done. 
They do not seek to control the vote of a 
single reactionary in respect to any of 
the measures they favor. They are not 
attempting to use their power to obtain 
disproportionate representation on the 
committees of either the Senate or the 
House nor the empty honor of chairman- 
ships of committees "packed" against 
them. They do demand a right to in- 
troduce constructive, Progressive legis- 
lation, to have that legislation fairly con- 
sidered and reported to the Senate and 
the House, there to be voted up or down 
in the presence of the American people, 
by a record vote. 


No honest man will deny that the 


present committee system of Congress 
has been employed by predatory privi- 
lege, seeking new laws and evading old 
ones, as a vicious obstacle to decent, or- 
derly representative government. 


During the last session of Congress, 


bills were regularly introduced by Sena- 
tors and Representatives calling for the 
repeal and amendment of the most ob- 
noxious features of the Esch-Cummins 
Railroad Law. The great body of the 
American people favored these bills. 
They were endorsed by practically-every 
organization of farmers and wage-earn- 
ers which considered them. The Senate . 
and House committees to which railroad 
regulation bills are referred were impor- 
tuned by business men, shippers and the 
consuming public' to grant relief from 
the extortionate rates levied upon the 
public under the present transportation 
act. 


• Knowing that that law could not stand 
the test of fair debate in Ihs Senate and 
the House an*- that a majority .of the 
representatives of the people favored its 
amendment, the authors of the law who 
sat upon the committees of the Senate 
and the House "buried" every bill which 


into effect the manifest will of the peo- 
ple.

In the 1922 elections, the American 


people punished the men who were re- 
sponsible for this mockery of representa- 
tive government. By their votes, they 
riddled the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee of the Senate. Pomerene, Fre- 
linghuysen, Kellogg, Townsend, Poindex- 
ter—Republicans and Democrats alike 
who had blocked the amendment of the 
Esch-Cummins 
law for 
two years 


through their activity on the Senate 
Committee, were retired to private life. 
Myers, Democrat, of Montana, one of the 
most subservient friends of the railroads 
on the committee, wisely declined to be 
a candidate, and his constituents sent to 
the Senate in his place a Progressive, 
pledged to the repeal of the Esch-Cum- 
mins law. 


This is but one example of the meth- 


ods employed by the reactionaries to der 
feat the public will through the commit- 
tees of Congress. 
The people have 


spoken in rebuke of that policy. They 
will speak again in louder tones if their 
voice is not heeded. 


All honor is due the 22 Progressive 


Republicans and Farmer-Labor .members 
of the House for their courageous fight 
to reform the rules of that body at the 
outset of the present session of Con- 
gress. 


When these men defied the ukase of 


the boss-ruled.Republican caucus and re- 
fused to support the caucus choice for 
Speaker, who was pledged with the ad- 
ministration leaders to maintain the au- 
tocratic rules of the last Congress,-they 
struck a giant blow for representative 
government. 


Once the party whip fails to lash the 


members of Congress into -submission, 
the reactionaries know that they are 
beaten. Independent men, acknowledg- 
ing allegiance solely to the people who 
entrusted them with office, cannot be 
driven into line for ship subsidies, tariff 
privileges, bounties to the railroads, the 
looting of the Government's natural re- 
sources, and the manifold schemes of 
Special Privilege depending for their 
success upon men willing to follow the 
leadership of the party bosses. 


The real issue at stake in Congress to- 


day is whether or not the Progressives 
are to be given the right to present the 
measures they are pledged to support, 
and to obtain for them a fair considera- 
tion, on their merits. 


The reactionary leaders of the Senate 


and House are determined to avoid a rec- 
ord vote upon fundamental public ques- 
:ions in this session of the 68th Congress. 


The Progressives are determined that 


Hcngress shall not adjourn without go- 
ing on record on the great issues which 
confront the people. 


It is the duty of every Progressive in 


Congress to use every power at his com- 
mand to attain this goal. The adminis- 
tration leaders in the Senate and the 
House have already made it plain that 
they will not consent to roll-calls on im- 
portant questions if they can avoid them. 
There is no doubt that the reactionaries 
of both parties are in a conspiracy to 
gag the Congress and to crush the Pro- 
gressive group by the force of superior 
numbers. 


Let,the Progressives continue to make 


a clear-cut stand for the roll-call in leg- 
islation. Their measures, wisely framed, 
will receive the support of the people 
whether they are voted up or down at 
this session of the 68th Congress. Ulti- 
mately these measures will become the 
law of the land and the people will en- 
trust with power representatives pledged 
to enforce and to maintain them.
